Group V, claim(s) 9-10, 11-16, and 34-36, drawn to a composition and method of 
treating cancer by employing compounds of Formula IX (Genus E). 

The inventions listed as Groups l-V do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: they are employing 
different subgenus of compounds with various formula. Since they employ different and 
patentably distinct compounds.
